Bishop Denounces Torpedeing
of Lusitania in Ascension Day
Sermon.

Bishop Philip Mercer Rhinelander, of the
Eplseopnl THocess of Pennsvivanin, char.
acterized the sinkKing of the Lusitanb In
hin sermon thie morning at the special
gerviced In St. Jamer' Church, 24 and
Whalnut streets, when the Rev. John
Mockridgo was Instituted as rector and
Areennlon Day wans observad.

The Bishop did not dwell at any length
on the sea diaaster. Ha referted to |t
bt opee during hie discourse, and It was

thon thot he gave it the characterization,
He was prenching of the Importance of
the Lord's arcaslon into Heaven in order
to mika tha divine plan complete, and
to mnke the foundation of Christianity
solld, when he sald that without the
anceneglon the erucifixion would have hnd
no greater effect on the establishment of
Christinnity than “this recent outrageous
murder.”*

Ansartions by some peraons that the up-
beaval in Europe and the East tended
to show that oivilization was crumbling,
Bishop Rhinelander denounted as with-
out foundation *'so long as wa celebrate
Christ's ascenslon into Heaven.” ‘The
Blahop dwelt at length on the Importance
of the day, and expressed n hope that the
sarvice In St James' would be the be-
glaning of A new era ln the diocese of
Pennsyivania which would And su¢h an
observance as that at which he preached
emulated In all the churches.

The handsome edifice, which was beau-
tifully decorated for the occasjon, woae
crowded to overflowing by members of
the pariah and friends. Thera were also
many persons in attendance from other
churches, as well as musle lovers of all
denominations.
